Inquiry Resembles Starr Investigation

The panel investigating operations 
at Detroit Metro Airport is out of control. 

When House Concurrent Resolu- 
tion43 was approved on June 16, 1999, 
it stated that the Joint Legislative Select 
Committee on the Wayne County De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport would look into 
three areas: congestion, lack of funda- 
mental services, and inadequate re- 
sponse to customers. But an August 19, 
1999 memorandum from the co-chairs 
of the panel to the State Auditor General 
States that the Joint Committee will now 
look into every aspect of airport opera- 
tions, from security to land acquisition. 
And eventhoughthe Committee passed 
a motion providing for two members of 
the auditor general's staff to be placed 
on loan for the acquisition, six have 
been appointed. | wasn't evenconsulted. 
Why are these decisions being made 
behind closed doors? 

Apparently, the Committee has no 
intention of ever looking into the treat- 
ment of passengers by the airlines. What 
was supposed to be an investigation 
about the treatment of stranded travel- 
ers at Metro Airport during a snowstorm 
turned into a Ken Starr-style inquisition. 

The Joint Legislative Select Com- 
mittee was created in response to a 
federal report that was highly critical of 
Northwest Airlines for the company's 
actions following a massive January 
1999 snowstorm. Butit is my sense that 
a strong dose of partisan politics is 
behind this Metro Airport investigation, 
which will cost thousands of dollars to 
conduct. This seems like a huge waste 
of taxpayer dollars to me. 

Much of what will be investigated is 
not relevant to the three fundamental! 
issues of HCR 43. The Republican-led 
Joint Committee has turned a simple 
probe into a complicated and meaning- 
less witch-hunt. Every dollar that the

Harlen Nathaniel "Casey" Clark 


Harlen Nathaniel "Casey" Clark of 
Royal Oak, Michigan, died on Saturday, 
August 21, 1999. He was 81 years old. 

Casey was born in Soldier (Carter 
County), Kentucky, on July 24, 1918. 
He began working in the field of country 
music at the age of 12, playing fiddle on 
radio station WSAZ in Huntington, West 
Virginia. During the next 65 years, his 
devotion to excellence made himone of 
the finest fiddlers in the genre. But 
Casey's contributions to country music 
were not limited to performing; he was 
also a well-known and respected disc 
jockey, bandleader, and promoter, help- 
ing then-budding artists such as "Little" 
Jimmy Dickens, Jimmy Martin, Skeeter 
Davis, and Buddy Emmons take their 
first steps on the road to national fame. 

The Detroit area's first exposure to 
Casey came in 1945, when he became 
a member of WJR Radio's five-piece 
"Goodwill Billies" band, along with Jerry 
Byrd, Ernie Lee, Red Maxedon, and 
Brownie Reynolds. Later, he went on to 
become a DJ atthe station, doing week- 
day morning shows (5:05 to6a.m.) and 
afternoon shows (known as "Town and 
Country") in the mid 1950s. 

But most country fans of the '50s 
era knew Casey best as the host of 
Casey Clark's Lazy Ranch Boys Barn 
Dance; held each Saturday night on 
Detroit's Mack Avenue (and broadcast 
live on WJR), and as the emcee/band 
leader of the Casey Clark Jamboree, 
which aired each Friday on CKLW-TV 
at 11 p.m. 

For the next 40 years, Casey was a 
fixture of the local country-nightclub 
scene, usually performing with various 
members of his family (including his 
daughter, Evelyn; sons Billy and Mike; 
and sons-in-law Mickey Kreutzer | and 
David Atkins), as well as a host of other 
local musicians. He was also known to 
take his show on the road, doing ex- 
tended tours of the Midwest states. 

Of all his accomplishments, Casey 
was probably most proud of his United 
Service Organization(USO) tours, when 
he and his band performedfor US troops 
Stationed overseas at locations such as 
Guantanamo Bay (Cuba), Puerto Rico, 
Panama, South Korea, Okinawa, and 
Guam. 

Casey received numerous awards 
throughout his lengthy career; among 
the most noteworthy were the "Michi- 
gan Country Music Pioneer" award and 
the Michigan Community Music Alliance 
"Legend of Country Music" award. He 
was also the first living person to be 
inducted into the Michigan Country 
Music Hall of Fame. 

Through tt all, Casey always found 


time to indulge his favorite hobbies. The 
avid sportsman enjoyed both hunting 
and fishing, and was also a big fan of 
team sports, particularly professional 
baseball and college basketball. 

Among those surviving Casey are 
his wife, Mrs. Mary E. (Smith) Clark; two 
daughters, Mrs. Evelyn H. Atkins and 
Mrs. Danny W. (Carol A.) Cox; seven 
siblings, Mrs. Lillian Estep, Mrs. Stearle
